The Late Hampton T. Holloway 


By Lawrence E. Will 


You probably don't need to be reminded that few of us would 
now be living here in the Everglades if it were not for roads, 
and fewer yet if it were not for canals, For these dual require- 
ments of transportation and drainage I don't know of any one 
person who contributed more than that pioneer dredge boat 
man who lived in Belle Glade for many years. This was none 


other than Captain Hampton T. 


at his home in Coral Gables. 


Although Hamp was probably 
most widely known, there were 
four Holloway brothers, all 
dredgeboat men, and all of 
whom from the earliest days of 
reclamatíon, devoted their lives 
to digging muck and rock in the 
Everglades. Scott, the oldest of 
the brothers came here from 
Putnam county and was on the 
state's. dredge — "Everglades" 
when on July 4th, 1906, she dug 
the first dipper of earth in Gov- 
ernor Broward's ambitious pro- 
gram to drain the Everglades. 
Early the'following year Scott 
was put in charge of the new 
dredge “Okeechobee” digging 
from Ft. Lauderdale toward 
South Bay. He was then joined 
by the other brothers Hamp, E. 
Stuart and George “Wash,” all 
of whom eventually command- 
ed their own dredges, 

None of these boys, as was 
common at the time, had en~ 
joyed more than a scanty school- 
ing. Hamp, however, being an 
ambitious sort, by dint of read- 
ing and by studying a corre- 
spondence course in steam en- 
gineering, quite effectively over- 
came this handicap. Thus equip- 
ped, at an age when most young 
fellows are wondering which 
college to enroll in, Hamp got 
the appointment to command 
a large floating dipper dredge 
engaged in deepening the ship 
channels in Pearl Harbor, Ha- 
waii While here the First 
World War erupted and he vol- 
unteered for the army. Upon his 
discharge he returned to the 


Holloway who died Mey 31st 


Glades where he was in turn 
captain of the “Everglades,” the 
“Okeechobee” and later of the 
"Caloosahatchee" which was 
excavating the St. Lucie Canal. 


Although large and palatial as 
dredges went, and termed by 
her crew “not a dredge but a 
home,” Hamp, for some reason, 
quit, and as a sympathetic pro- 
test, several diggers and crane- 
men walked off with him, At 
this time Scott Holloway had 
started a contract down in the 
Cape Sable country in what now

Heart Association 
Has New Report On 
Cigarette Smoking 


Alvin E. Murphy, M. D. 
chairman of the Professional 
Education Committee of the 
Heart Association of Palm Beach 
and Martin Counties, announces 
receiving a report on Cigarette 
Smoking and Cardiovascular 
Diseases as released by the 
American Heart Association. 
“As this is a subject many 
people are interested in, we feel 
it is advisable to give the report 
to the people in the chapter's 
area,” stated Dr. Murphy. 

The American Heart Associa- 
tion report is: “In 1956 the 
American Heart Association is- 
sued a,statement on smoking 
and cardiovascular diseases. A- 
mong other things, this state- 
ment indicated that the avail- 
able evidence at that time was 
not sufficient to justify con- 
clusions concerning a cause and 
effect relationship between cig- 
arette smoking and increased 
death rates from coronary heart. 
disease, Since then sufficient.ad- 
ditional knowledge has accum- 
ulated to warrant a new report 
on cigarette smoking and its 
possible relationship to cardio- 
vascular diseases. 

"Up to the present, a num- 
ber of medical studies have been 
made, nearly all demonstrating 
a statistical association between 
heavy cigarette smoking and 
death or illness from coronary 
heart disease. In these studies, 
death rates from heart attacks 
in middle-aged men were found 
to be from 50 to 150 percent 
higher among heavy cigarette 
smokers than among those who 
do not smoke. This statistical 
association does not prove that 
heavy cigarette smoking may 
contribute to or accelerate the 
development of heart attack or 
its complications. 

"Because heart attack is the 
leading cause of death and a ma- 
jor cause of disability in the 
American population, the Amer- 
ican Heart Association believes 
that these studies concerning 
cigarette smoking and coron- 
eart disease should. 
the attention of the med- 
ical profession, allied health pro- 
fessions, health educators, and 
the general public. The associa- 
tion recognizes the need for 
more’ knowledge and will con- 
tinue to encourage systematic 
biological and medical research 
in order to determine whether a 
causal relationship exists be- 
tween cigarette smoking and 
coronary heart disease and also 
to determine the effects of smok- 
ing in relation to strokes and 
other important aspects of car- 
diovascular diseases.

With fifty thousand high pric- 
ed dairy cattle within a three 
hour truck haul from the Glades 
and three times that many beef 
animals within the same rela- 
tive distance, any beneficial and 
economical feed for producing 
milk and producing beef, is a 
major topic. 

Any cattleman—from Oskosh 
to Hoboken and from Winnlpeg. 
to Houston, from Bankok to 
Birgingham, England, and from 
Moscow to Capetown via Mel- 
bourne—grins in anticipation 
of grazing Glades grasses when 
he see them.

itself surrounded by a dilem- 
ma, with Justite- the confusing 
participant. 

The Glades, like any com- 
munity of 40,000 population has 
a certain number of disagree- 
ments among its citizenry which 
have a minor rating in the 
courts of Justice, 


Due to the far-flung source 
and the nature of our harvest- 
ing hands, with a large number 
male and young, the natural 
tendencies find competition 
reaches the physical combati- 
tive stage very easily.
